The treasury is reported to be bust- 


ed. There 1s not nearly so much mon- 
ey In it this spring as there was lust 
fall, and the Slatemakers endeavored 
to Impress upon the politicians of the 
little townships that they would have 
to work lor nothing 'this year, but that 
they must work for the Slate. The 
Slate was distasteful at-best, but. to 
be commanded to work for It by the 
Machine managers was too much for 
the thrifty town ana township states- 
men and they turned from the meet- 
Ing In disgust. 
Others openly defied the Slatemak- 


ers and toid them that they would vote 
for the men of their choice; that they 
were still Americans, still 
Republi- 


cans; that they believed in a free open 
.contest for oflice, and that thoy would 
not have shoved under their.noses the 
open and flagrant dictation of the tew 
who sat In judgment upon them .on 
.election day ' and ever, after. 
They 


claimed, further, that there were just 
as good Republicans off the slate as 
on .It, and perhaps better. They were 
opposed to having thrust down their 
throats the choice ot a few men. 


The Slatemakers then turned their 


attention to.n few of the free-field and 
open-light candidates, and pleaded and 
begged fhat they drop out of sight for 
the sake of "party harmony." The few 
that went to the hotol told tne Slate- 
makers that they ware as good Re- 
publicans as tttpimen ou the slate, or 
as good as the Slatemakers, and .that. 
they had quite as much right in the 
primary as anybody else; that' they 
'would bo In the fight to the finish, but 
they would abide by the result; and, 
finally, that thoy would always be 
against Slates.and Slatemakers. 


The Slatemakers pointed out how 


things were split up, but the unstated 
candidates didn't seem to think this 
was any fault of theirs. It-was plain 
to be seen that the Slatemakera were 
uneasy. 


The Slntemakera' visit to Councils- 


ville was 'a failure, although it was 
ably captained and well planner!. The 
air of uneasiness that marked every 
detail plainly evidenced the fact thct 
slates are not popular and that they 
are often easily broken. The larger 
part of the gathering wanted it known 
that they did not favor the .Slate. In 
the corners of the lobby it was discuss- 
ed pro ana con. and the general re- 
sult of these conversations was that 
the Slate in the worst ploco of politi- 
cal jamming ever attempted. 


With the plena of the Slateinakors 


echoing in their ears the men who 
work for the Republican party's suc- 


t.fciaus continued l.o discuss the meet- 
ing atter their departure.
